New York and Pbi- 
la d aM ph ia - than am all towns uf a lamote pro- 
vince— aent a gnat relict*' lo tha poor of 
iid way and Umeviek. That we have im- 
proved somewhat cm the former principle of 
giving Baaiatnntc, though the principle hat nut 
fairly been curried out in praelioe, may be 
gathered from the follow ing .uggestion : —

coruorstiun and private gentlemen ia this time

Another incident to the Inmiuc of 1741 and* 
a mournful parallel in Hut of LB4T. The 
people on (ho tout had then, ai they have 
now, a ready and nreacnt ilorebou** of provi- 
sion* in the sea. Bui we road no a/sotxut of 
their availing theuureUet of the advantages 
which nature had furnished lor them. They 
war* content In reeoiVa ticket*, and be fed by 
*lou. That they did not work on land wa* 
per rups the fault of the tlorerusneni and th* 
proprieton. But that they alnrTiBinml from 
ashing in the sea aen be attributed only to 
their own uaettneaa. At il happened, nsh in 
some parts did constitute, a great proportion of 
Us food oontumed. Bat It was unuoxted from 
Bcotlend, /»B^W-iJax™lfnr March, 1711, 
mt-nuon* tbit :— 

" tduantiiica of herri:.ga an come over from 
Fife, betide* a grant deal from Dunbar ; a 
seasonable relief tot tha poor. It ia ccwiputed 
the boats commonly catch from 30.000 to 
30,000 a day each. Thar sail in Fife it from 
forty to fifty pence per thousand."

And what reflection* does not thia auggett i 
iFmigbt perhap* excite aomeihing liar a mo-

Saxon t Or have we axtfered them to grovel 
in the squalor of contented paitpcriam, and 
revel ia tit* imposture uf a beggarly proprie. 
tnry I If we have fecgottan our dutiea, vet 
must be content lo share the opprobrium of 
Irish he ItilcHiirtx and Irish want with that 
wretched fiction of legialalian, the Iiiali Par- 
liament. But wc must nnt real hare. Our 
penitence will be worse titan uaeleaa without 
Amendment. Our future mult atone for our 
Pearl.
